Her  New  York  debut 
recital  at  Carnegie  Recital  Hall  brought 
unanimous  acclaim.  She  has  sung  at  the 
Sante  Fe  Opera  and  has  toured  with  the 
New  York  City  Opera  Theatre. 

A  charming  lyric  soprano  with  a  flair 
and  love  for  operetta,  Ms.  Prevot  was 
featured  in  the  show  “Operetta  Tonight,” 
which  was  produced  under  the  auspices 
of  Community  Concerts  and  which 
enjoyed  a  long  and  successful  tour  of 
the  United  States  and  Canada.  She  has 
also  played  the  lead  in  the  Princeton 
Opera  Association  production  of  “The 
Merry  Widow.” 

Ms.  Prevot  and  Cantor  Lefkowitz  will 
sing  both  solo  selections  and  duets.

Fifth  Annual  Sabbath  Morning  Service 

Music  composed  by  Cantor  Ralph  Schlossberg,  commissioned  by  Park  Avenue  Syna¬ 
gogue,  will  be  heard  as  part  of  the  Fifth  Annual  Shabbat  Morning  Service,  Saturday, 
March  28,  beginning  at  9:15  A.M.  in  the  Sanctuary.  The  new  music,  entitled  “Joyful 
Sabbath!  —  A  Celebration  In  Music,”  will  be  presented  by  Cantor  David  Lefkowitz, 
supported  by  the  Camerata  Singers,  Abraham  Kaplan  conductor  with  Neil  Robinson 
at  the  organ. 

This  service,  dedicated  to  the  memory  of  Sarah  and  Samuel  Shapiro,  complements 
the  efforts  of  Park  Avenue  Synagogue  to  encourage  musicians  to  compose  new  music 
for  the  Sabbath  Eve  Service.  Begun  in  1977,  the  presentation  of  new  liturgical  music 
written  specially  for  the  Sabbath  morning  service  has  gained  wide  acceptance.  These 
two  services  are  now  considered  musical  events  and  are  eagerly  anticipated  by  the 
congregation  as  well  as  by  friends  of  the  congregation. 

The  service  this  year  will  also  include  music  by  the  19th  century  Russian  composer 
David  Nowakowsky  and  the  contemporary  musicologist  Karl  Haas.

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Jewish  Joy 

Is  Judaism  really  a  faith  of  morbidity 
and  dolor?  Is  sadness  always  the  tone  of 
our  moods?  Do  we  always  see  the  world 
in  tones  of  gray  and  black?  Not  so!  Of 
course  it  would  be  foolhardy  to  claim  that 
we  see  the  sunshine  in  all  that  happens. 
Unhappily,  our  sun  often  has  been  eclipsed 
by  the  forces  of  darkness  and  evil.  Some 
claim  that  Jewish  history  is  nothing  more 
than  a  litany  of  doom  and  gloom,  relieved 
only  occasionally  by  a  page  of  happiness. 
Perhaps  the  many  chapters  written  in 
despair  and  frustration  only  heighten  our 
ability  to  laugh  and  to  enjoy  the  miracle 
of  life  itself. 

How  fortunate  we  are  that  the  Jewish 
calendar  has  such  built-in  techniques  for 
those  moments  of  elation  and  rejoicing. 
It  is  said,  “When  the  month  of  Adar  enters, 
joy  and  gladness  enter  as  well.”  This  is 
said,  of  course,  in  reference  to  the  appear¬ 
ance  of  Purim  during  the  month  of  Adar. 
Purim  is,  in  a  sense,  the  quintessential 
Jewish  holiday.  It  is  observed  with  full 
knowledge  of  its  historical  background 
and  significance  and  its  message  is  clear 
and  unmistakable  —  the  threat  and  defeat 
of  anti-semitism.  But  we  derive  from  it 
this  and  much  more:  the  intrigue,  the 
joviality,  the  celebration  and  the  frivolity 
and  play  that  have  marked  this  holiday 
for  centuries.  The  carnival,  the  parade, 
the  masquerade,  the  Purim  Shpiel,  the 
eating  and  drinking  —  these  are  as  impor¬ 
tant  as  the  historical  dates  and  events. 
No,  Judaism  is  not  a  faith  of  unrelieved 
tragedy.  It  is  a  two-sided  coin  and  the  side 
that  depicts  love  of  life  and  merriment  is 
as  large  as  the  other  side. 

Purim  this  year  should  be  special  in 
our  Synagogue.  After  all,  we  have  spent 
much  of  this  year  in  affairs  of  the  greatest 
seriousness.  Have  we  not  this  very  year

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PURIM  IN  MOSCOW: 

“.  . .  these  days  should  never 
cease  among  the  Jews.” 

(Esther  9:28) 

For  years  the  focus  of  the  refuseniks’ 
Purim  celebrations  has  been  the  Moscow 
gan  (kindergarten)  where  songs  and  cos¬ 
tumes  and  purim  shpiels  made  Purim  in 
Moscow  as  much  a  children’s  holiday  as  it 
is  in  Jewish  communities  around  the  world. 
But  since  mid-December  the  gan  has  been 
closed,  a  victim  of  the  latest  Soviet  crack¬ 
down  on  all  privately  run  Jewish  religious 
and  cultural  classes. 

The  gan  was  opened  in  1977,  symbol¬ 
izing  Jewish  defiance  of  the  Soviet  Haman. 
Established  by  a  group  of  refusenik  parents 
to  create  a  Jewish  educational  setting  for 
their  children,  it  was  the  only  institution 
of  its  kind  in  Soviet  history.  About  20 
children,  aged  3-7,  met  in  private  homes 
to  learn  and  practice  Jewish  tradition.  The 
early  curriculum  consisted  only  of  Hebrew 
children’s  songs  and  Israeli  dances  but  soon 
expanded  to  include  Hebrew  language, 
arithmetic  and  art.  Special  programs  were 
planned  for  each  of  the  Jewish  holidays. 
In  teaching  Hebrew  and  the  spiritual 
values  of  everyday  life,  the  children  were 
being  prepared  for  a  future  in  Israel. 

Th egan ’s  inspiration  came  from  the  self- 
Viucated  leaders  of  a  frail  Soviet  Jewish 
cultural  renaissance;  Viktor  Brailovsky, 
Eliyahu  Essas,  Ze’ev  Shakhnovsky,  Yuli 
Kosharovsky  and  Lev  Gorodetsky.  They 
have  all  been  silenced  by  the  authorities’ 
attempt  to  eradicate  Jewish  culture  from 
the  Soviet  Union.  There  are  presently  no 
Jewish  study  groups  in  the  country  with 
the  third  largest  Jewish  population  in 
the  world. 

But  just  as  the  Jews  of  Shushan  trans¬ 
formed  14  Adar  from  a  day  of  sorrow  to 
a  day  of  joy,  so  too,  with  our  continued 
struggle  on  their  behalf,  will  the  Jews  of 
the  Soviet  Union  see  the  ultimate  victory 
over  repressive  Soviet  policies.  This  year 
send  a  holiday  message  to  a  Soviet  Jewish 
family.

Spotlight  On 

Cantor  Ralph  Schlossberg 

Cantor-composer  Ralph  Schlossberg, 
whose  music  for  the  Shabbat  morning 
service  will  premiere  at  services  March  28, 
has  earned  the  acclaim  of  audiences  and 
professional  colleagues  for  his  innovative 
contribution  to  Jewish  music  in  America. 
Performing  in  concerts  throughout  the 
United  States  and  Canada,  he  has  been 
popularly  called  “The  Rock  Cantor” 
because  of  his  original  contemporary 
cantorial  style  and  rhythmic  approach. 
His  concert  works,  in  which  he  has  been

accompanied  by  some  of  the  best-known 
instrumental  musicians  of  the  record  in¬ 
dustry,  range  from  new  settings  of  familiar 
Hebrew  prayers  to  original  songs  in  English 
dramatizing  matters  of  Jewish  concern. 

But  Schlossberg  is  a  hazzan  as  well, 
with  great  facility  in  all  virtuosic  intri¬ 
cacies  of  traditional  hazzanut.  He  repre¬ 
sents  the  third  generation  of  cantors  in 
his  family,  and  is  a  graduate  of  the  Cantors 
Institute  of  the  Jewish  Theological  Semi¬ 
nary.  For  thirteen  years  he  was  a  full-time 
cantor  serving  two  of  the  largest  and  most 
distinguished  congregations  in  the  New 
York  metropolitan  area.  He  had  unparal¬ 
leled  success,  for  more  than  a  decade, 
with  youth  choruses  of  Jewish  children 
from  this  area. 

In  addition  to  his  cantorial  and  choral 
conducting  background,  Ralph  Schlossberg 
was  also  reared  in  an  atmosphere  of 
classical  music.  He  now  composes  and 
arranges  music  for  “pop”,  commercial 
and  Film  industries,  while  continuing  to 
officiate,  with  devotion  and  love,  as  a 
pulpit  cantor. 

Thus,  he  has  a  most  unusual  combi¬ 
nation  of  experience  which  enables  his 
composing  talents  to  reach  American  Jews 
in  an  authentic  way,  much  like  the  classical 
synagogue  composers  of  the  19th  century, 
who  were  cantors  or  choir  leaders. 

In  addition  to  his  own  avant-garde 
concert  repertoire,  Cantor  Schlossberg 
has  composed  many  liturgical  settings 
in  traditional  styles  for  synagogue  use. 
Shortly  after  being  commissioned  to 
compose  for  the  Park  Avenue  Synagogue 
Service,  Cantor  Schlossberg  wrote:  “I  have 
always  felt  that  the  cantor  as  a  vocal  artist

Women  Composers  Honored  At 
Friday  Night  Service 

The  First  National  Congress  on  Women 
In  Music,  sponsored  by  the  Department 
of  Music  of  New  York  University,  will  be 
held  in  New  York,  March  26-29.  The  dele¬ 
gates,  who  have  come  from  all  over  the 
United  States  to  attend  this  meeting,  will 
be  present  at  the  Friday  Night  Service  at 
Park  Avenue  Synagogue,  March  27,  the 
annual  Sisterhood  Sabbath  service. 

In  honor  of  the  occasion  and  to  honor 
these  women  composers,  Cantor  David 
Lefkowitz  and  the  choir  will  present  two 
compositions  by  Dr.  Miriam  Gideon: 
Lekha  Dodi  and  Kiddush.  These  pieces  are 
from  “Shirat  Miriam  L’Shabbat,”  a  Sabbath 
Evening  Service  commissioned  in  1975  by 
Park  Avenue  Synagogue. 

Miss  Gideon  is  Professor  of  Music  at  the 
Jewish  Theological  Seminary  of  America, 
C.U.N.Y.  and  Manhattan  School  of  Music. 
One  of  the  pioneers  among  women 
composers  in  America,  she  teaches 
composition,  as  well  as  composes.  A  pupil 
of  Roger  Sessions,  she  studied  in  France 
and  Switzerland  prior  to  World  War  II. 

Her  constant  awards  in  composition  are 
unique  among  women  composers.  Yet  it 
is  to  her  credit  that  she  is  identified  as 
“a  gifted  and  accomplished  composer, 
period,”  not  as  a  woman  or  as  a  labeled 
composer  of  any  particular  stylistic 
persuation. 

Miss  Gideon’s  more  than  fifty  works 
have  received  a  gratifying  frequency  of 
performance,  publication  and  recording. 
Performances  not  only  have  been  heard 
in  the  United  States,  but  also  in  Europe, 
Asia  and  South  America.  Symphony 
orchestras  in  London,  Prague,  Zurich  and 
Tokyo  and  chamber  ensembles,  choruses 
and  soloists  throughout  the  world  have 
programmed  her  works. 

The  congregation  is  invited  to  share 
this  service  with  their  guests,  the  women 
composers  of  the  United  States,  and  with 
Sisterhood,  March  27,  at  8:30  P.M.

A  thought  from  our  Cantor . . . 

Singers  Of  The  Past  And  Future 

I  had  the  joy  to  be  present  at  a  most 
unusual  concert  recently.  The  program 
was  sponsored  by  the  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Club 
and  the  performers  were  seventeen  great 
vocal  artists  of  the  early  20th  century. 
The  vocal  artistry  of  these  performers,  cap¬ 
tured  forever  on  records,  visibly  thrilled 
their  audience  in  the  course  of  the  two 
hour  recital.  The  selections,  very  rare  early 
recordings,  were  presented,  with  back¬ 
ground  explanation,  by  Ely  C.  Winer. 

As  a  singer,  I  was  both  moved  and  grate¬ 
ful  for  the  splendid  display  of  mastered 
skills  by  colleagues  who  have  preceded 
me  by  several  generations.  I  am  also  proud 
that  the  entire  program  was  related  in 
some  way  to  the  Jewish  people;  that  is, 
either  the  singer,  the  composer  or  the 
subject  matter  of  the  text  was  Jewish. 
Indeed,  it  is  good  for  us  to  realize  that 
much  musical  art  has  involved  our  people. 

Fortunately  for  us,  for  music  and  for 
Judaism,  there  is  a  great  future  for  this 
tradition  of  Jewish  involvement.  If  I  may 
use  myself  as  an  example . . .  When  I  came 
to  Park  Avenue  Synagogue  four  years  ago, 
only  one  synagogue  in  Manhattan  had  a 
young  hazzan  and  he  had  been  appointed 
only  a  year  or  two  earlier.  Since  then,  no 
less  than  six  congregations  have  engaged 
young,  full-time  cantors,  highly  regarded 
in  the  profession.  It  doesn’t  take  much 
imagination  to  foresee  the  creative,  top- 
level  music  these  talented  cantors  will 
develop  in  our  neighboring  congregations 
in  the  years  ahead. 

As  for  me,  I  welcome  it!

New  Course  “Five  Jewish  Classics” 
Offered  By  Sherr  Institute 

Have  you  often  lamented  that  there 
isn’t  enough  time  in  which  to  learn  the 
most  basic  ideas  and  texts  in  Judaism  — 
something  you  have  always  wanted  to  do? 

Wait  no  longer!  Instead  come  to 
Dr.  Neil  Gillman’s  course  “Five  Jewish 
Classics”  which  begins  on  Wednesday, 
March  18  at  8  P.M.  This  course  is  a  survey 
and  introduction  to  Judaism  exploring 
some  of  its  most  important  texts:  among 
them  the  Akedah,  the  Haggadah  and 
Maimonides’  Thirteen  Principles  of  Faith. 

This  past  January,  in  the  course  given 
by  Dr.  Gillman  on  “The  Great  Schism” 
75  people  —  Jews  and  Christians,  men  and 
women  —  met  weekly  for  five  weeks  to 
learn  more  about  that  period  in  history 
when  Christianity  was  born.  Meeting  at 
the  synagogue  with  one  session  at  Holy 
Trinity,  congregants  of  both  Park  Avenue 
Synagogue  and  Holy  Trinity  Episcopal 
Church  shared  in  a  learning  experience 
which  they  will  again  share  in  this  new 
course,  “Five  Jewish  Classics.”  Our  Chris¬ 
tian  neighbors  have  chosen  to  study  Torah 
with  us  Jews  as  part  of  their  Lenten  study. 

Join  the  group.  This  is  a  rare  oppor¬ 
tunity,  not  to  be  missed.

be  much  more  than  a  fine  singer  with  a 
fine  voice.  He  should  have  the  vocal  style 
and  the  command  of  nuance  which  comes 
from  having  acquired  a  deep  background 
in  the  hazzanic  musical  tradition.  Some 
of  the  cantorial  recitative-centered 
compositions  I  write,  like  the  “Sim 
Shalom”  and  “En  Kamocha”  in  this  service, 
cannot  be  performed  properly  by  someone 
who  is  only  a  good  singer  —  they  require 
a  very  good  singer  who  is  a  true  hazzan 
as  well.  And  so  it  is  a  most  enjoyable 
occasion  when  this  composer  is  able  to 
have  complete  confidence  in  an  artist’s 
ability  to  effectively  bring  out  the  musical 
and  cantorial  subtleties  he  has  envisioned 
in  his  music.  It  is,  therefore,  indeed  a 
great  pleasure  for  me  to  compose  cantorial 
music  for  David  Lefkowitz;  David  is  an 
all  too  rare  kind  of  cantor:  an  excellent 
singer  who  is  a  true,  knowledgeable 
cantorial  artist  as  well.” 

Cantor  Schlossberg  and  his  wife, 
Lucyna,  live  on  Manhattan’s  East  Side, 
not  far  from  Park  Avenue  Synagogue.
